Hardening of the Arteries 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The ancients supposed that the arteries con- 
tained air during life because of the fact that 
these vessels were filled with air after death, 
and from this supposition they gave them the 
name which signifies that they are air carriers. 
Even after the mistake was corrected and it was 
discovered that the arteries 
transport blood, the original 
still held 

During youth the arteries 
are normally flexible and 
elastic but with the onset of 
age these blood vessels under- 
go a gradual hardening pro- 
cess which makes them less 
efficient. Hardening of the 
arteries in itself may cause no 
discomfort as the principal trouble arises from 
the fact that such hardening prevents the proper 
flow of blood. The result is that the tissues 
supplied by the arteries involved, then suffer 
from a lack of this important food and oxygen- 
bearing fluid. Thus, the main symptoms com- 
ing from arterial hardening arise from the Jes- 
sened blood supply. 

In the beginning, usually the smaller arteries 
are affected, becoming roughened, thickened 
and hardened on the inside, but as time goes on, 
the larger arteries may be affected, causing the 
inside of these hollow tubes to become narrower 
as the walls progressively thicken. It becomes 
more difficult for the heart to push the blood 
through them and this throws an extra burden 
upon this organ. 

The three vital organs most frequently

affected by hardening of the arteries are the 
heart, kidneys and the brain. When the brain 
is the part chiefly affected, the first symptoms 
are those due primarily to less blood being sup- 
plied, such as dizziness, reeling, inability to 
rise quickly and comfortably from a lying-down 
to a standing position, and loss of memory. 

When the heart is affected it may enlarge, 
and when the arteries of the kidneys are in- 
volved, then the patient develops those disease 
changes seen in one form of Bright's Disease. As 
a general rule, high blood pressure will co-exist 
with arterial hardening, although there are some 
exceptions 

Most cases of arterial hardening seem to be- 
gin with a toxic condition of the bleod, which 
then irritates the delicate inner lining of the 
arteries as it passes through them. In an effort 
to protect themselves, the arteries throw out 
a protective deposit of lime or calcium, which 
tends to make their walls rigid and stiff, pro- 
ducing the typical “hardening” process indicated 
by the name “hardening of the arteries.” 

When the infiltration of calcium salts is ex- 


tensive, the arteries of the leg, when examined 


under the X-ray may appear very similar to 
Ppipestems or to thin bones 
The toxic condition preceding arteria] hard- 


ening appears to be built up by eating wrong 
food combinations or excesses of starches and 
sugars. The habit of indiscriminate eating will 
in time produce an acidosis in the body and as 
the acid toxins circulate through the arteries, 
the latter become tensed and finally coated with 
an alkali along the inner lining. Most of those 
having high blood pressure and hardening of 
the arteries will be heavy starch eaters and it is 
my opinion that this over-consumption of starch 
plays a very definite role in producing the blood 
vessel disasters which occur during later life. 

In many instances, the patient may, through 
following a strict dietetic regimen, be able to 
improve sufficiently so that he lengthens his life 
and I have seen patients continue to improve 
over a period of years simply through watching 
their eating habits.

ANSWER: The pain you describe may have 
been due to heart strain, or to a less serious con- 
dition coming from an injury to the cartilages 
between the ribs. If you could feel the painful 
area with the fingers, it was probably due to the 
latter cause and not to a heart injury. However, | 
there is no way in which I could give you a defin- 
ite answer without having examined you.

Taxpayers of Edmonton will not be allowed 
to say whether or not they wish to accept the 
Fortin Plan, to make obligatory payment in full 
at existing high interest rates of the whole of the 
$32,000,000 of civic debt. Only one Edmonton 
member, Mr. Mullen, opposed the granting of 
power to the City Council to bind the city to pay- 
ments for the ensuing thirty years, without any 
reference to the electors or burgesses. One 
member, Mr. Van Allen is away in hospital; the 
other four members, Mr. Duggan, Mr. Barnes, 
Mr. O'Connor and Dr. Morrish gave either active 
or passive support to the proposal to prevent the 
taxpayers from saying whether they approve of 
the thirty-year high interest plan, or not. 

Without going into the details of the Fortin 
Plan and the alternative plan, one cannot help 
but pay tribute to the amazing power of the For- 
tin Plan, not merely to win friends, but to make 
legislative opponents swallow themselves and 
their convictions, in order that the burgesses may 
have no opportunity to register “thumbs down” 
on the scheme. 

* * 

Mr. D. M. Duggan need make no exp’-nation 
of why he supported the high interest; . He 
is a bond dealer and a Conservative and hence a 
believer in high interest rates on money. He had 
the additional urge that comes from the fact that 
the highest interest rates of all are on those 
issues made while he was Mayor of the city of 
Edmonton. 

The case of Mr. J. J. Bowlen, temporary House 
leader for the Liberals is different. His party is 
pledged in several places in its official platform 
to a policy of reduced interest rates, and de- 
clares: 

Section 12, subsection 4 “Interest rates must 
be substantially reduced.” 

The fundamental] principle of Liberalism is 
confidence in the will of the people. One must 
look elsewhere for the reason why Mr. Bowlen 
supported the high interest plan for Edmonton, 
and voted to prevent the Edmonton taxpayers 
from having any voice in the matter 

Mr. Bowlen’s reason is probably that Calgary 
accepted a Fortin plan and he would not wish 
to see Edmonton reject one. La Fontaine has a 
dainty fable about a fox that lost its tail in a 
trap, and thereupon went to a convocation of 
foxes and persuaded them al] to cut off their 
tails, by arguing the benefits of being tail-less.

More interest centres around the explanations 
that Mr. Barnes, Mr. O'Connor and Dr. Morrish 
must offer to their Edmonton supporters for 
voting to prevent the taxpayers being heard 
Explanations are all the more required, because 
the aldermen who now sponsor the high interest 
plan, and who wish to prevent the taxpayers 
from rejecting it, were all elected on pledges to 
secure reduction of interest rates. 

Had the aldermen been elected on high in- 
terest platforms, they could justly plead that they 
had a mandate to act. Being all elected on 
pledges to secure reduced interest rates, there 
was an obligation on the members of the Legis- 
lature to see that the taxpayers were given an 
opportunity to endorse or reject this plan for 
which the aldermen held no mandate. (More 
correctly, the mandate they held was to oppose 
any high interest plan such as the Fortin plan.) 

Instead of holding the aldermen to their duty, 
Mr. Duggan, Mr. Barnes, Mr. O'Connor and Dr. 
Morrish, all support them in the defiance of their 
pledges.

Mr. Barnes mey have some lingering faith 
that money will yet be created out of the end of 
a fountain pen to discharge the city’s debt. No 
such faith sustains Mr. O'Connor and Dr. Mor- 
rish. What they did was in clear defiance of 
their pledges to the electorate, as well as in de- 
fiance of the Liberal platform and policy. 

On June 13 last, in opening his campaign for 
the Legislature, Dr. Morrish issued a manifesto, 
in which he declared: 

“Dr. Morrish is a firm believer in the 
necessity of cutting down interest rates on 
bo*: public and private debts. He contends 
that the interest burden on the city of Ed- 
monton, as well as that of the province of 
Alberta, should be reduced to lower rates, 
or otherwise the city cannot continue its 
services,” 

Dr. Morrish’s declaration for lower interest 
rates on the city’s debt drew from Meavor Clarke 
an endorsement (published in The Bulletin of 
June 15) in which Mayor Clarke appealed for 
support for Dr. Morrish and said: 

“He is to be commended and supported 
for the stand he has taken.” 

How does it come that Dr. Morrish has so 
completely flopped over that he now supports 
the high interest plan, and votes to prevent the 
taxpayers from making effective protest? 

* oo 

The change of heart must be recent. Folluw- 
ing his election, Dr. Morrish in his capacity as 
M.L.A. for Edmonton City proceeded to address 
a Liberal banquet at Stettler. Under the influ- 
ence of Stettler cheer he threw down the gage 
of battle at the financiers, saying (see Bulletin 
Oct. 8, 1936): 

“I am courageous enough to maintain that 
even if we could discharge these excessive 
interest levies, it would be unjustifiable for 
us, with the needs of the people so great, to 
pay a higher interest rate than 34% per cent. 
Four per cent should be the outside limit. 

“The bondholders, judging from their re- 
port, have learned nothing, forgotton noth- 
ing and forgiven nothing. . . . Insisting on 
their pound of flesh at such a critical season 
in the province's history ig the most danger- 
ous thing they can do. 

“T issue this solemn warning to the finan- 
cial interests, if they do not come forward to 
meet the province half way, they can expect 
additional legislation, even more radica] than 
that initiated et the last session. Our cup of 
suffering is now full. Let them beware if 
they cause it to overflow,” 

Instead of taking fright 4t this threat, the 
bondholders sent out Mr. Jules Fortin. Now Dr. 
Morrish is supporting the Fortin Plan. Instead 
of a maximum of 3% per cent he wants to 
fasten interest rates twice thet high on the tax- 
payers of Edmonton—and refuses to let them 
say whether they like it or not. 

Yes, Mr. Fortin is a remarkably persuasive

The men worked under an ar- 
rangement which was concluded 
between contractors and the City 
of Calgary.

ler and writer, who arrived in
